THE SCHOOL FACILITIES. 


‘*“TRIBUNE” REPORTERS INVESTIGATE 
A MUCH-VEXED QUESTION. 


Are They Entirely Inadequate or Are They 
More than Sufficient? —The Truth 
Seems to Lie Between the Two State- 
ments—The Capacity and Attendance 
in Detall—A Specimen Truant's Reasons 
for Absence—Why the Law Is Inopera- 
tive. 

The question as to the capacity of the 
schools of Chicago to furnish accommoda- 


tion, for the ever increasing number of school 


children is one which has been much dis- 
cussed and is full of interest to all taxpayers 
and all parents. On the one hand it has been 
broadly alleged that there was in many school 
districts a serious inadequacy of school facil- 
ities, and that hundreds of children were de- 
prived of the opportunity of instruction by 
reason of absolute lack of room. On the other 
hand it has been claimed that there was more 
room in the schools than children to py 
Zt, and that the fault of non-at¢endance on 
the part of the large number of children of 
school age seen at all hours on the streets lay 
with the children themselves, or more 
properly with their parents. Investigation 
shows that as usual in such cases the truth 
lies between the two assertions, Reporters 
of Tug TRIBUNE have visited a large major- 
ity of the city schools. embracing all classes 
and conditions, and from their reports a fair 
judgment may be formed as to the actual 
situation. 

The Jefferson primary school. Laflin street, 
near Twelfth, is a tifteen-room buiiding with 
seats for 945 pupils. Eighteen new children 
were admitted vesterday morning. Without 
them the rollcall showed 890 present. This 
is a workingclass district, where the chil- 
dren are sent to school young, and the con- 
sequence is that_the lower grades are always 
full. Asa result there are “double divis- 
ions — that is, haifday instruction is given. 

AN OVERCROWDED DISTRICT. — 

Clarke school, Ashland avenue and Thir- 
teenth street, is a grammar school and is 
much crowded for the reason that part of 
the buiiding is befhg rebuilt. No less than 
550 primary department pupils get halfday 
instruction. No relief can be had until the 
completion of the new wing next year, which 
will add six rooms, with a capacity of 378

quate provision for the children in this im- 
mediate vicinity. 

Tune La Salle school, North Franklin and 
Eugenie streets, has an enrollment of 960 
with seats for 988. It has two halfday 
divisions in the lower grades, with another 
In prospect. 

ROOM ON THE SOUTH SIDE. 

On the south side there is an ample supply 
of school accommodation. The nearest 
downtown schoolis the Jones, an oldfash- 
joned affair at Harrison street and Third 
avenue. Its pupils include 32 per cent of 
Jews and 13 per cent of colored children, and 
it has many Italians Greeks, and Bohemians 
in its ranks, reference being of course had 
in all cases to the nationality of the parents 
and not of the children. With a seating 
capacity of 976 it has this year only 735 pupils 
enrolled, being à falling off of 125 in one 
year. The pressure of business has driven 
out the residents in this district. 

The Haven school on Wabash avenue, 
south of Fourteenth street, had an enrollment 
last year of 1,500, and an attendance of 1,050. 
This year about 950 have begun school and 
another hundred may be expected. There 
have never been any double divisions, and it 
could readily relieve the Moseley school by 
taking the Twenty-first and Twenty-second 
street children. The twenty-two rooms of 
this large building have seats for 1,365 pupils. 
The principal is in favor of small rooms, be- 
lieving that forty-five pupils are enough for 
one teacher to handle. 

The Moseley school, at Twentv-fourth street 
and Michigan boulevard, is a double building 
of twenty-three rooms, with a seating capac- 
ity for 1,340 pupils, and is pretty nearly full. 
It has four halfday divisions of children in 
the first two years of school life. The new 
Douglas school, on Forest avenue, has twen- 
ty-four rooms, ail but two of which are oceu- 
pied, and this week another room has been 
ern into use. It has no halfday divis- 
ons. ! 

The Calumet is a primary school on Calu- 
met avenue near Twenty-seventh street and 
has a seating capacity of 750, with an aver- 
age attendance of 520. It has no halfday 
divisions and could make room for more 
pupils. 

At all the schools inquiry was made about 
the working of the compulsory attendance 
law, but so far it seems to have had little 
effect. It may be that the efforts of the tru- 
ant officers have induced some of the street 
arabs to attend school without the trouble of

OCEAN CITY LEFT TO THE WATERS. 


The Inhabitants Desert It and the Waves 
Are Washing It Away. 

BALTIxox Rn. Md., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
Ocean City, Maryiand’s leading summer re- 
sort, isa wreck. The place is flooded, and 
but for the timely warning the occupants of 
the large hotels and cottages would have 
been drowned in their beds. 

The Atlantic hotel and Congress hall front 
on the beach, but have always beer consid- 
ered safe from the waves. They stand alone 
and without any intervening protection, 
though fully 1,000 yards from the water. 


‘They accommodate each about 1,000 guests, 


and during the season are patrorized to the 
extent of their capacity. There were many 


‘strangers in the city, the usual time for the 


exodus being about tne middie of September. 
Sunday it was noticed that the tide was 
making inroads on the ‘land, but as this has 
often happened no fears were entertained. 
It was not until Monday that the people be- 
came alarmed. The waves had increased in 
size, the spray shooting over Congress hail, 
which lies nearest the beach. Tue lifesaving 
station which fronts on the water was al- 
ready covered with water and threatened to 
succumb to the pressure of the breakers. 
t was with much misgiving that the 
sts of the hotels retired Monday nit. 
it was hoped that the fury of the storm had 
been spent. It was soon after midnight that 
they were awakened by the roaring wa- 
ters which poured into the lower section of 
the house. Quickly throwing on their 
clothes they sought safety further inland. 
Before morning the columns supporting the 
porches gave way and soon the water was 
pouring into thc upper stories. By noon yes- 
terday nota piece of furniture was left in 
position. Some of it floated out with other 
wreckuge, and much of it was pounded to 
pieces. Still the water kept encroaching, 
and the residents of the town became 
alarmed for their safety. 
Word reached Salisbary of the danger and 
a snecial train was sent to the rescue. When 
the men reached the city the waves had al- 
ready cut off all retreat from the mainland.

Stone bulkheads were al- 
most like paper fabrics against the waves 
that would strike aga‘tnst them for atime, 
curl over, and then begin to wash them 
away. Rails on the beach roads were twisted 
as wires. and the great paving blocks were 
undermined and lifted out of place. One 
great wall of water followed another, and 
every wave wrought some newdamage, As 
the surf broke on the beach the water would 
creep up further and further, finding its way 
into tne hotels and residences and driving 
the people into the upper stories. At times 
parts of the buildings would totter; fall, and 
be swallowed up in the flood, whose encroach- 
ment with every hour seemed more danger- 
ous. 


WORKING ON THE WRECK. 

At Brighton Beach this morning men were 
busy picking up the wreckage and piling up 
the asphalt blocks that formed the walks 
into little heaps. The hotel itself was almost 
surrounded at high tide, and when the salt 
water receded it left a big lake in the rear 
and to the westof the building. The Brighton 
Beach race track is still under three feet of 
water, which is likely to remain there. The 
space between the Brighton hotel and Sheeps- 
head Bay village is covered with water, and 
one of the clerks of the hotel rowed across in 
a small boat} this morning. 

At Manhattan beach fresh destruction was 
wrought today, though only of a minor char- 
acter. The east end of the bathing pavilion 
succumbed to the waves and the sand swept 
over the marine railroad as fast as the work- 
men dug it put. Deeper gullies were created 
by the suction of the waters under the pano- 
lithic pavements. Members of the lifesaving 
crew were on hand ready for work and went 
off to an unknown schooner grounded on the 
Rockaway shoals, from which they took the 
crew. Big gangs of men are busy all over 
Manhattan clearing away the aébris, No 
such tide has visited Manhattan since 1876, 
when two families were drowned. 

The iron pier at Rockaway beach with- 
stood the storm fairly well until after mid- 
nigbt, wheg the upper portion, including the 
pavilion and flooring, was torn away by the 
waves and drifted out to sea. Then the 
water began the work of destruction on the 
iron superstructure, tearing away the outer 
iron posts, braces, and stringers, and mak- 
ing tue structure utterly worthless. 

Passengers who came in today on the 
Pennsylvania road from Long Branch, Sea- 
girt. and the Jersey shore said the Jersey 
coast was strewn with wrecks. Three or 
four seaside hotels between Ba? Point and 
Tom’s river were reported undermined by 
the waves and in imminent danger of de- 
struction. | 

CAUGHT IN MIDOCKAN. :

There is consequently 
the greatest uneasinéss felt by the members 
of the Maritime exchange for the safety of 
vessels in the offing. The new German 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm, which left her 
dock at Hoboken yesterday, was obliged to 
lie to this side of quarantine o night. 

A report from quarantine says a number 
of steamers proceeded to sea today, includ- 
ing the two Bremen steamers and a Cunard 
line steamer. The pilots on board these ves- 


sels will undoubtedly be carried off, as no 


pilot boats are in sight to land them. The 
storm continues, with the wind fresn- 
ening from the east-northeast, and a 
high sea running. Great damage is being

AT THE MOUTH OF DELAWARE BAY. 


Many Vessels Are Wrecked and Others 
Are Drifting Ashore. 

LavureL, Dell., Sept. 11.—The beach from 
Rehoboth to Lewes is strewn with wrecks. 
It is thought at least fifty lives were lost. 
Men were clinging to tke rigging of 
the fast sinking vessels, frantically 
calling for help. The lifesaving crew was 
powerless to render assistance owing to the 
fury of the gale. It was a terrible sight to 
Witness, Dut no human power could save 
them. Their bodies were washed ashore this 
morning and were buried in the sand along 
the water. The loss to Vessel property at 
the breakwater will reach, it is thought, 
$5,000,000.

The 
parents of these children are mostly work- 
ing people. and the years of school life for 
the children are necessarily limited. There- 
fore there is a continuous clamor for all day 
schooling. All the children up to the third 
grade and part of those in the fourth grade 
now only get halfday tuition. 

The Irving school, on Lexington avenue, 
east of Leavitt street, has in its fifteen rooms 
accommodation for 945 pupils and a member- 


ship of 1,005. There are here 400 haifday 


scholars. The school has grown one division 
each year since it was opened five years ago. 
The neighborhooa is developing rapidly. 

The Marquette schl on Congress street, 
close to the county hospital, was a few aays 
late in opening owing to changes in the 
steamheating arrangements, so that figures 
of attendance for this term were not obtain- 
able. Last year this school had an enroil- 
ment of 1,287, with seats for about 1,000, and 
there were four halfday divisions including 
240 children. In nine years this school has 
drafted off a surplus of 900 children to other 
schools, but as the pressure continued it was 
decided to double the school facilities, and 
about January a magnificent new fifteen- 
room building will be opened. This will not 
only give the Mar juette accommodations 
second to ‘none, but will relieve the Irving 
and other adjoining districts. : 

One of the finest school buildings in the 
west division is the Hendricks, on York 
street, between Ashiand boulevard and Laf- 
lin street. It is one of the new fifteen room 
structures, with ail the latest improvements 
and a fine hall on the upper floor. Its seat- 


ing capacity is 945 and it has 925 children in. 


attendance. There is one double division, 
but this includes only the youngest children. 
Miss Lucia Jchnston, the principal, explained 
the reason for this, and as it applies all 
through it may be given here. All day tui- 
tion means that the children are in school 
from 9 to 11:45a.m. and from 1:80 to 3:30 
p. m., with the further explanation that half

reasons given. Mrs. Hawley said: Many 
of our people here prefer that the young 
children should only attend half a day. They 
are largely Americans and fairly well off, 
‘and they think the health of the children is 
best preserved in this way.“ 

At the Scammon school, Monroe und Mor- 
gan streets, there are a few vacant seats, but 
these will be filled up in a week or two, as 
the pupils have not ail returned from vaca- 
tions. This school has fifteen rooms with 940 
seats, and has also room for 126 more pupils 
in the old high school building. It has no 
double divisions, and is in no danger of be- 
ing overcrowded. 

The Wells school, North Ashland avenue 
and Cornelia street, is a large concern, hav- 
ing in its two buildings thirty-one rooms, 
with seats for 1,953 pupils. Its enrollment is 
over 2,000, and it has six halfday divisions, 
contined, however, to the children who have 
just begun school life. Few parents here 
epply for all day tuition for their children, 
and they are satisfied when told that the 
halfday arrangement will only last two or 
three months. Atthis school 75 per cent of 
the children are ot German parentage and 
the rest are exclusively foreign. there not 
being more than 1 per cent of children of 
American born parents. 

The Burr school is a double building, with 
a total capacity of 1,475 and an enrollment of 
1,554. It has four halfday divisions with 
about 250 pupils, all in the first grade. The 
nationalities here are much mixed, includ- 
ing Irish, German, Scandinavians, Polish, 
and Russian, with a moderate quota 
of Americans. The pressure on the 
Burr school has been recentiy relieved by 
the building of the Logan school, still farther 
out northwest, and it id now able to take 
care of ali its clientage. 

The Newoerry is a large school on Willow 
and Orchard streets, away ous on the north 
side, and its twenty-two fooms 
for 1,350 pupils. It has aie

“Why ain't you at school?’ asked the 
young man ofthe little German girl. 

The little German girl on Noble street said 
“Whoa!” to the gate and “I don’ go by no 
school”’ to the young mon. 

Don't go to school!“ exclaimea the young 
man diplomatically. ‘Gracious! I thought. 
everybody went to school.”’ . 

“I don’t ennybow. I ain't got no dress al- 
ready and my muder she ain't got no money 
tor to bu some... 

The artiess little German girl stretched the 


bine to suit the little German girl’s yellow 
hair—was as pale as the tint of a fog; and 
there were pins instead of buttons on the 
back, and a piece of pink calico had been 
sewed on the sleeve; and she had shoes, too, 
and stockings. One of her shoes was a boot 
and the other a slipper. One of her stock- 
ings was red and the other was striped red 
and brown. ö 

The odor of soapsuds came from the rear 
of the funny looking, little house, and ip a 
back room the mother of the little German 
girl was bending over a washtub. This 
mother was not big herself and she was 
tired.

The police- 
man he asked me why was my little girl not 
at school, because it was the law that I must 
send her. But does the law pay the rent and 
buy me this biack bread; does the law get 
white dresses for my little one in summer and 
woolen dresses in winter; does the law bring 
back my man to me to earn us these things?” 

The little German woman went back to the 
washtub and the philanthropical youog man 
passed out. The little German girl was stull 
swinging on the gate. |

WHY THE Law is INOPERATIVE, 


Children Not Properly Dressed Cannot At- 
tend the Publie School«—Opinions. 

One of the great difficulties attending the 
enforcement of the compulsory education 
law is that the children to whom it applies 
have not proper clothing. Children not 
properly clad cannot be compelled or even 
permitted to attend the pubiic schools. 
Therefore the ‘attendance of half naked, 
barefooted children is impossible, the law 
notwithstanding. The Woman’s alliance 
claims tte credit of being the originator of 
the law. Some of its leading members were, 
therefore, asked what remedy they could 
suggest for this unfortunate state of things. 

Miss Huling, president, said she would 
bring the matter before the executive com- 
mittee Friday. The Woman’s alliance, how- 
ever, was not in itself à charitabie organiza- 
tion, although many of its members repre- 
sented such societies. Her general idea was 
that the state should take a hand.

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THE GAMBLERS sSQUIRM. 


He Swears Out Warrants for the Arrest of 
George Edmandson and the Other Pro- 
prietors of the “Joint” at No. 124 


Place and Secure More 
of “ Suckers." 


A curious thing happened yesterd 
police found a gamblinghouse in full swing 
and raided it! 3 

The officers did not ferret out the place 
and proceed to close it up on their own per- 
sonal Knowledge that it was a gambling- 
house. That would be too much for them. 
Some influential ciuzens might “kick” and 
cause the removal of such zealous officers. 

A young man named N Smith came to the 
rescue of the department and swore out state 
warrants before Justice Prindiville against 
George Edmandsov, John Condon, Frank 
Day, and Tom Brewer as keepers of the 
gaminghouse at No. 124 Clark street, and 
there was no alternative but to raid the 
place. 

A good afternoon game was in progress 
when the officers, headed by Sergt. Bell of 
the central station, made a descent on the 
place. Some went up the rear way 
and broke in through a window, others 
kept. guard in front, and twenty six men 
were arrested. When the faro tabies and 
the other gambling devices were seized it 
was found that a previous seizure by Con- 
stable Sheehan on a judgment held them 
against further molestation, and only a stud 
poker and hazard tables were secured, to- 
gether with asmall amount of chips. 

The raid was made shortly before 40’clock. 
When the patrol wagons dashed up in front 
of the place there was great excitement. 
Everybody in the biock filled the windows, 
and acrowd variously estimated as contain- 
ins from 5,000 to 10,000 persons filled the 
streets. The “suckers’’ as they were loaded 
into the wagons were hooted at until they 
were fain to hold their faces in their bands. 
It was a beautiful sigbt—one that reflects 
8 credit upon the moral character of 

regier’s ‘‘reform administration.“ 

ALL BAILED OUT. 

At the armory police station the men ar- 
rested were speedily bailed out by Mike 
Lawler, the saloonkeeper, and will have a 
hearing before Justice Prindiville today. 
None of the keepers named in the warrant 
were found in the rooms, but they turned up 
at the station later in the day and gave 
bonds for their appearance. 

The raid grew out of the suit to recover 
money lost in the place by Mr. Smith, who 
with his wife boards at the Lincolu hotel, 
Jackson and State streets. He was given 
8 for $123 a month ago by Justice 

rindiville, and when Constabie Sheehaa 
made a levy for the sum Edmanason and his 
partners replevied the property seized, and 
the replevin suit comes up for hearing before 
Justice Lyon next Friday. Mr. Smith be- 
came impatient, and saw that every obstacle 
known in law was tobe thrown in his way 
ere his lost cash would come back to him, so 
he swore out warrants under the statutes re- 
ferring to gaminghouses. He says the mat- 
ter will not rest here, and to prove his sin- 
cerity inthe matter proposes to swear out 
state warrants against every gamblinghouse 
in town that he can find. 

THE GAMBLERS’ BLUSTER. 

From the way the leading knights of faro 
speak of Mr. Smith they do not stand in awe 
of him. But this is all a “vluff.” They do 
fear him, as they fear all public reference to 
their nefarious business. They are afraid 
that public opinion will become so stron 
that tne city administration will repent o 
its shameless course toward them and close 
up the dens. 

Lieut. Horace Elliott, who ordered the ex- 
ecution of the warrants on the keepers of 
No. 124, said that in all such cases it was cus- 
tomary for the police to ascertain the busi- 
ness and good standing of the citizen swear- 
ing out state warrants, in order to save the 
department from being made the agent for 
the collection of a gambling debt, in other 
words, to force restitution of money lost. He 
did not know Smith, but as Justice Prind:- 
ville had issued warrants he presumed it was 
all right. 

Judge Horton sitting in the criminal court 
yesterday acquired some n 
tive to gambling in Chicago. It was it the 
case of John Anderson,a boarder at the 
Waverly hotel, who was under indictment 
for larceny, Martin De Turbe, occupantof the 
next room, claiming that be stole $16 from 
him the night of July 30. . Suspicion was cast 
on Anderson, and when: arrested he had 
a roll of $16 in bills in his pocket which De 
Turbe claimed he could identify as the money 
he lost from a peculiar Way in which they 
were folded. ; 

That was the substance of the evidence 
for the state, and when Anderson went on 
che stand he swore that he had won the 
money at Hankins’ gamblinghouse on Clark 
street, that night, playing roulette. 

Judge Horton seemed to be much interested 
in the testimony and took the case under 
advisement. 


The Effect on the Youth. 

Curcaco, Sept. 11.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}|—Your showing up of tne gambling 
houses in this city deserves the gratitude of 
all decent people. Don’t let up on them. The 
selling liquor to minors is another terrible 
evil which should be exposed and rooted out. 
Between the gambling houses and the sa- 
loons the youth of Chicago and vicinity are 
being sadly demoralized, and among these 
are the sons of respectabie christian parents, 
At Evanston last week some of the saloon- 
keepers at Grosso Point were fined for sell- 
ing liquor to young men underage. Here in 
Chicago any young man can get liquor for 
the price and no questions are asked as to 
his being under age. | 

One of the great causes of the downfall of 
so many young men in our cities is the care- 
less indifference with which they are treated 
by theiremployers. To get all the work 
they can out of them during business hours, 
and this often exacted with @ refined bru- 
’ tality, is the general rule among employers. 
Of course there are exceptions. When busi- 
ness is over these young men (many of them 
living in cheap boardinghouees) are left to 
spend their evenings as best they can, and 
not having the lafluence of good home sur- 
roundings they drift into bad comf#anionship 
and dissipation. OBSERVER.

CENSURABLE and. disgraceful Republican 
apathy gave the grabbing treasurer Roesing 
five and it may be six more aldermen than 
the Democrats expected or are entitled to in 
the new wards. There is no doubt that on a 
fair vote the Thirtieth and Thirty-third 
wards are Republican. The Twenty-eighth 
ward can be carried for the Republicans also 
on a fair vote by a determined effort.

The aggregate of the Republican vote, calcu- 
lated on that cast for the candidates receiv- 
ing the largest majority in the ten wards 
was 10,083. The aggregate of the Demo- 
cratic vote, calculated on a corresponding 
basis, was 9,206. This gives a total aggregate 
vote of 19,378, against 31,868 cast in the same 
territory at the time of the Presidéatial elec- 
tion last November. Though the falling off 
was iargely on the Republican side it is 
gratifyimg to some extent to note that the 
Republicans are ahead nearly 800 votes on 
the issue of last Tuesday. The Thirtiethand 
Thirty-third wards can be won by the Repub- 
licans next April with good candidates. The 
Republican members of the old council divid- 
ed the new territory advantageously to their 
party. Thatis evident even from the result 
of Tuesday.

It is written in the New Testament: For 
“with the same measure that ye mete withal, 
it shall be measured to you again.“ The

THE CHEROKEE OUTLET. 

Owing to the refusal of Chief Mayes of 
the Cherokee nation to treat with the com- 
mission appointed to negotiate for tne Chero- 
kee outlet it has seemed that the federal gov- 

‘ernment might become involved in serious 
complications. Oklahoma now has a consid- 
erable population, but is cut off from the 
north by the Cherokee outlet or strip. With 
the Indian territory on Whe east Oklahoma 
finds its only communication with the 
north and east over the Cherokee strip“ 
of sixty miles in width. With civiliza- 
tion pressing against it both from the 
north and the south it would require military 
power to prevent settiers and squatters in- 
vading the strip. If the outiet is to be left 
n the possession of tne Indians and leased 
to the cabtle syndicates the government will 
have to keep a strong military torce there to 
expel squatters and prevent collisions be- 
tween the settlers and the cowboys. But 
the government has good reasons for declin- 
ing to protect the cattle syndicates in their 
iliegal occupancy of the strip and has made 
every effort to buy the tract from the In- 
dians and open it to white settlement. 

The cattie syndicates which leased the 
Cherokee strip from the Indians have inter- 
fered to prevent auy sale to the government. 
They are back of the obstinate refusal of 
Chief Mayes even to consider a sale, and 
they have insisted that the tract could not 
be disposed of until the Cherokee constitu- 
tion was amended and have claimed that 
could not be accomplished under any circum- 
stances before 1891. It has just been discov- 
ered, however, that no such action is neces- 
sary and that the Cherokee legislature in 
1873 adopted an act, which was approved by 
the principal chief, providing for the sale of 


] certain lands, including the Cherokee outlet. 


This settles the question of the legality of a 
sale so faras the Indians are concerned, and 
it only remains to get the consent of the 
Cherokee authorities. This could readily be 
obtained if it were not for the interference 
of the cattle companies. The Indians have 
no use for the tract and value it chiefly for 
the rental they get from the cattlemen. Still 
the Cherokee nation 1s divided in opinion, 
and the Mayes party, which opposes a sale to 
the United States, has only a majority of 
about ten in the legisiature. 

Since the discovery of the act of the Cher- 
okee legislature authorizing a sale the gov- 
ernment is in a position to break down the 
opposition of the cattle syndicates and show 
the Indians that the best thing they can do 
is to transfer the tract to the United States 


on the terms offered. The land was ceaea to

NO LAUGHING MATTER, 
The genial New York Sun, which shines 
for all. affects to treat our aunual and merely | 


local exposition with ill-timed levity and flip- 


pancy for the purpose of prejudicing the 
claims of Chicago as the proper locality for 
the world’s fair. In seeking to belittle Chi- 
cago with badinage and persiflage of this 
sort the Sun only belittles itself and demon- 


strates conclusively that it does not compre- 
hend the importance of the situation nor 
understand the real grounds upon which the 
country will expect Congress to make its de- 


cision. 

The representatives of forty-two states 
will pass upon this all important question, 
and their decision in the matter of selection 
will ‘be based alone upon considerawons of 
fitness. It is impossible that these ropre- 
sentatives shoula be actuated by any other 
inducement in making their clioice than the 
general sentiment of the whole country rela- 
tive to the localify wnich is the fittest to 
illustrate the greatness, grandeur, and prog- 
ress of the United States in all its parts, 


coupled with the greatest ease and facility of. 


access from all these parts. If the world’s 
fair of 1892 were to be merely a counterpart 
of the Paris exposition, if it were only in- 
tended for a free and easy entertaining 
show, arendezvous of fashion, an exhibition 
of esthetics, bric-A-brac, trousseaus, high 
heeled shoes, jewelry, millinery, showy build- 
ings, Kiffel towers, fountains, tireworks, and 
articles of “bigotry and Virtue,” New York 
would be as good a place as any other. Our 
world’s fair will be more than that. It 
is to be an exhibition of the utilities, of the 
great inventions, of material resources, of 
natural products, of the revelations and 
marvels of science, of all the elements which 
have made this country the wonder of nine- 
teenth century progress and civilization. 
From this point of view the Sun must see 
that New York is not the proper place, and 
that a little, narrow, contracted island, with- 
out elbow room for its own people and with 
no chance „to reach out beyond its own 
jammed up limits, cannot afford the room for 
such # gigantic exhibit or do it even the 
scantiest justice. Such an exhibit requires a 
vast, boundless, level plain like that upon 
which Chicago stands, centrally located for 
the continent, and with hundreds of trans. 
portation lines running to it from every sec- 
tion of the country, and easily connecting 
with all the outlying countries, It must 
know that Chicago is really the beart. of the 
nation, the center of the nation’s power] 
productiveness, patriotism, growth, and 
national feeling. The Sun must know, 
for Brother Dana has often been here, that 


Chicago is thé child of the union, uncontamo 


mated by early follies of revolutionary tory- 
ismior by later follies of state sovereignty 
and anti-national sentiment, and, therefore, 
all other things being equal, is the proper 
locality for the great national world’s fair. 
Under sueh circumstances as these the 
course of the Sun in taking a flippant and 
jocose view of the situation is not digni- 
fied and only shows that it underrates 
the importance of the event or does not 
appreciate it, It faiis to recognize the draw- 
ing power of the markets; that Canada, Mex- 
ico, the West Indies, and South America 
have much that they want to sell to us and

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a JUDGE HETID'S TESTIMONY. 

It is impossible for any one to read the tes- 
timony of Justice Field given in the Nagie 
case, now pending in San Francisco, without 
coming to the decision at once that Deputy 
Marshal Nagle not only did his duty fn shoot- 
ing Terry, but that if he had not done it 
promptly Justice Field’s life would have been 
sacrificed. Judge Field’s testimony is volum- 
inous and covers all the details of the case 
from its incfpiency in the contempt proceed- 
ings, pending the decision of che judge in the 
Hill-Sharon suit, when both Terry and his 
wife sought to make an assault upon bim, 
down to the time of the tragedy. His testi- 
mony demonstrated that prior to the time of 
Terry's commitment for contempt he had had 
no difficulty with him; on the contrary, he 
had always supposed that Terry entertained 
kindly feelings for him, “He never to my 
knowledge,” says the judge, used an un- 
kind expression against me until after I had 
committed him for contempt. I had no feel- 
ing towards him personally in that proceed- 
ing. I would have committed the best friend 
I had in the world if he had been guilty of 
such outrages as he was guilty of that day 
before this court.“ 

It was this commitment that roused Terry 
and his tigerish wife to such a frenzy of 
hatred against Judge Field. They made no 
secret of their threats against him, and not 
only the judge himself but the department at 
Washington heard of them from innumer- 


able sources, and although he did not think 


it necessary the latter caused the assign- 
ment of the deputy to protect him while en: 
gaged in the routine of court business. 
Judge Field says: 

I never heard myself from them any th 
but reports were brought to me of threats made 
by them from a great number of sources. Infor- 
mation was given to me almost every day from 
many. The threats were against my tife or of 
great personal indignities and humiliations, 
which, if I resented, would cause ms to lose my 
life, No one knew better. than Judge Terry that 
I would resent any personal indignity from what-

In concluding this part of his testimony 
Judge Field said with t earnestness: 
“I must say here that dreadful as it is tp 
take life, it was only u question of seconds 
whether my life or Terry’s life should be 
taken. Iam firmly convinced that had the 
marshal delayed two seconds both he and 
myself would have been the victims of 
Terry.” The testimony of the judge has 


| made a profound impression in California, 


and even the maudlin friends of the woman 
Terry do not question its correctness. 
Tukougnout the country at large also public 
sentiment upholds the marshal for the 
prompt part which he played in the tragedy, 
and will all the more firmly commend him 
for his promptness and fearlessness in the 
discharge of his duty since the testimony of 
Judge Field, which establishes the indubi- 
table fact that the hatred of the Terrys and 
their desire for a bloody revenge were based 
purely upon resentment at his righteous de- 
cision and conscientious discharge of duty. 
Happily thé desperado Terry has passed 
beyond any capability of further mischief, 
but his wife remains, and it is no secret that 
Judge Field is guarded day and night that he 
may not be taken unawares and shot by this 
desperate woman, who, despised by the com- 
munity in which she resides, has nothing to 
live for but revenge. It is monstrous, how- 
ever, that a federal judge should have to be 
protected while engaged im the discharge of 
his duty. The proper course to pursue in 
this ‘case is to apprehend the miserable 
woman and consign her to a lunatic asylum. 
She is as insane and dangerous as a mad 
dog, ana should not be allowed to go about 
at large. 
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SIGNIFICANT SILENCE. 

There is manifest an ominous silence on 
the part of the Democratic organs relative to 
the congressional caneidacy of Prof. John L. 
Sullivan of Boston. Whether this is due to 
fear of reprisals in case they should oppose 
it or to the possibility that they are dazed by

Tue Inter Ocean says that two and a half 
years ago THz Tripungz favored the little 
Roche bill which authorized the Bowm an ville 
cutoff; but it carefully conceals the environ- 
ing facts of the case, which were these: The 
legislature had rejected the bill providing 
for the drainage channel down the Desplaines. 
So bitter was the feeling shown by the 
people of Joliet and some of the river towns 


that it was a grave question when that per- 


mission would be given—it might not be for 
two years, or ten, or even twenty. In view 
of this uncertaintly, and knowing that till 
relief came from some quarter the spring 
floods of the Despiaines would neutralize the 
usefulness of the Bridgeport pumps, and flush 
the filthy Chicago river full of winter accumu- 
lations into the lake, Mayor Roche got from 
a reluctant legislature authority for the city 
to do two things wich it previously had not 
the power to do. One, and the most impor- 
tant, was to build a dam of sufficient height 
to prevent the Desplaines from breaking into 
the Chicago river; and the other was to di- 
vert these Desplaines flood waters into the 
lake by some channel north of the city. 
As things then stood it was well to have both 
these powers, though the cutoff one has not 
been used. | 

At the last session of the legislature, how- 
ever, after a long and lively fight, authority 


was given this city to make a deep out of cer- 


tain dimensious down the Desplaines valley. 
Inasmuch as that cut will carry off all the 
flood waters of the Despluines, whatever ne- 
cessity existed for cutoffs in 1887 no longer 


exists. Circumstances have altered the case. 
Tue TRIBUNE claims no special merit for see“ 


ing that Skokie cutoffs are no longer needed, 
but it is a little surprised that the skull of 
the Jnier Ocean is so thick that it canuot see 
the effect which a lowering of the bed of the 
Desplaines through the rock uplift thirty 
feet will have on the disposal of the Des- 
plaines flood waters, It is probable that 
when the drainage editor of the Inter Ocean 
was born the stock of brains had run down, 
and he had to be furnished with less than 
the usual quantity. But that is not his fault. 
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THE men who have been working in W. L. 
Scott's coal mines at Spring Valley have re- 
fused to accept his offer of wages 15 cents 
per ton lower than thoseof last year, but 
said they were willing like the other miners 
of the northern part of the state to take 734 
cents less. A committee called on the gea- 
eral manager and told him this, but he, obey- 
ing Mr. Scott’s orders, said he could deal 
with no committee or organization and 
that the men must come to him person- 

ly. There is no reason to believe that 
they will do this. Probably Mr. Scott, 
the Democratic boss, when he said he 
would have nothing to do with unions did 
not expect they would. The men have also 
adopted resolutions asking the Governor to 
make a personal investigation of their con- 
dition and to call a special session ot the leg- 
islature. He will no doubt do the first 
without delay. As for the second, it is 
hard to see what the legislature could do 
were it to meet. It could pass resoluuons, 
but those do not fill hungry stomachs or give 
work to the workless or force Domocratic 
bosses to pay more than they want to.

The legis- 
lature has said in a statute what the size of 
the cut shall be through the rock. It re- 


j quires, tall the population of the district 


shall exceed 1,500,000, a cut through the clay 
part of thé channel with a flow of but 300,000 
cubic feet a minute for the Chicago sewage; 
but for reasons of economy and future ne- 
cessity it demands that the cut through the 
rock shall be made at once with a capacity of 
600,000 cubic feet. When that rock cut is 
made thirty feet below the present surface 
level, 160 feet wide at the bottom and, say, 
200 at the surface, will it not accommo- 
date the 975,600 cubic feet of storm 
water ” which the Jnter Ocean gives as its ex- 
treme figures, and even far more? If the 
flood waters should, have a velocity of four 
miles an hour the capacity of the deep cut 
will be 1,200,000. cubic feet a minute at lake 
level, and more than two millions to fill the 
cut to the surface level of the vailey. Are 
the floods going to exceed that? The trouble 
with the Inter Ocean, owing perhaps to a dis- 
pensation of divine providence, is that it 
cannot see that one and the same channel, 
while but eighteen feet below low water level 
in the lake, is thirty feet below low water 
level in the Desplaines, and that a cut which 
will carry off but 300,000 cubic feet a minute 
from lake Michigan can at the same time 
carry off thrice that from the upper Des- 
plaines. So marked will the effect of that 
cut be on the valley of that river that in- 
stead of more land being flooded than at 
present lands which have hitherto been 
under water every spring when there was 
any flood will hencefgrth be as dry as a bone. 


A CONTROVERSY analogous to that between 
the United States and Canadain the matter 
of the Behring sea fisheries has broken out 
between Massachusetts and Rhode Island as 
to the menhaden fisheries in Buzzard’s bay, 
which makes a consideratie indentation in 
the extreme southeastern coast of the former 
state ana also lies contiguous to the coast of 
the latter, and not far from Newport. Rhode 
Island schooners which have followed the 
menhaden into Buzzard’s bay have been 
seized by Massachusetts authorities, who set 
up the contention that the bay is a mare 
clausum, which the Rhode Island fishing 
owners deny. The latter take the position 
that the bay is a highway of commerce under 
the jurisdivtuon of the United States govern- 
ment, and consequently without that of 
Massachusetts. The case is to be car- 
ried into the federal courts for adjudi- 
cation, and pending a settlement of the ques- 
tion the Massachusetts authorities call upon 
the Rhode Islanders to obey the law against 
illegal fishing, As the latter do not regard 
it as illegal, however, it is likely that they 
will continue to catch the menhaden and the 
Massachusetts fellows will continue to catch 
the Rhode Island fishermen, and thus nice 
little bills of damages will be run up for set- 
tlement after a decision is made in the courts. 
Perhaps it will be necessary to have an 
award, à la Halifax, the board sitting way 
up in New Hampshire or way down in Maine 
somewhere, to decide the value of the men- 
haden oil and manure er of the Block Island 
catboats and dories, as the case may be. 


Tue board of education of school district 
No. 2, Hyde Park and Lake, has begun man- 
damus proceedings against the county treas- 
urer to force him to pay over to the treasurer 
of the district certain sums of money col- 
lected for school purposes, now in the hands 
of Col. Davis, county treasurer. It is the 
way in which the question of the legality of 
the annexation of Lake View was gotten into 
the courts by ex-Treasurer True of that town, 
but in this suit the legality of the annexa- 
tion of neither Lake nor Hyde Park is ques- 
tioned. It is only contended that the 
school districts as such have not been 
unnexed, and that the management of, 
the schools remains in the hands of the dis- 
trict boards and is not vested in the city 
board of education. The weakness of the 
arguments which will be urged on behalf of 
the petitioner has already been set forth 
with sufficient pjainness. It is evidently the 
idea of the school act that when any outside 
territory becomes part of a city its schools 
shall pass at once under the control of the 
city board. Thereis no special provision of 
law for the annexation of school districts to 
cities for the reason that none is needed. 
The judge of the circuit court who hears the 
case will decide against the petitioner, and 
the matter will then be appealed to the su- 
preme court, which should give an opinion 
about January. 


Tux representative farmers of Georgia are

Damage Is Done ite Small Craft and in the 
| . Seaside Resorts. 
Boston, Mass., Sept, 11.— [Special.] The 


strong northeast storm which has raged 


along the New England coast seems to have 
nearly spent its force. The storm proper did 
not strike here until early Wednesday morn- 
ing, though heavy winds have prevailed 
since Sund ‘The storm in its course seems 
to have followed the coast line, advancing 
northeasterly. Rain fell heavily in Boston 
last night, and the wind reached forty-eight 
miles an hopr. Today, it dropped to thirty- 
six miles an hour, while the rainfall, which 
has been in showers, was only 4 third of an 
inch at 8 o’glock this evening. Seldom has the 
sea run so high and such comparatively small 
damage been done. No wrecks of any con- 
sequence have yet been reported and all 
heavy losses result from floods. 1 

The storm along the north shore was es- 
pecially seyere. At Winturop and Revere 
the wind blew a gale, and at high tide the 
surf threatened destruction to property along 
the crest of the beach. This morning the 
shore was strewn with wreckage and drift- 
wood. A piazza with a portion of the steps 
remaining drifted in, and is high and dry on 
the rocks. The cellars of the cottages were 
flooded. The yachts of the Great Head club 
had rough experience, but as no wreckage 
e come ashore it is supposed they are 
Sa le. 

Salem bay presented a wild spectacle. 
There was a heavy rolling sea, with & suc- 
cession of great combers breaking upon the 
rocks and sands. The wind came in gusts, 
with a succession of showers. There are but 
few craft in the harbor, principally 
coasters. The shore at The Willows is 
covered witn drift, wreckage from 
light piers, bits of boat steps, and 
planking from the summer estates along the 
north shore. Parts of the piers were car- 
ried away, while the shore is covered with 
lobster traps and cans, showing the wreck 
of the fishing gear. The same scenes mark 
the south shore. The surf at Newport ran 
higher than tor twenty years. None of the 
steamers has ventured out. The schooner 
James Barry, coal laden for Saco, had her 
sails blown away off the Isle of Shoals, but 
the crew was brought into the harbor. 

The locai'storm freshened toward midnight 
and the rain began to fall in torrents. Fully 
one-fifth of an inch of water came down 
in five minutes. The local observers 
think the storm may continue a couple of 
days longer. In that case serious delay to 
steamer travel will result and many wrecks 
are feared, The sea is already lashed to

MANY BODIES SEEN IN THE SURF. 


The High Seas Prevent Recovery—Losses 
Alopg the New Jersey Coast. 

Sea Brigut, N. J., Sept. 11.—Last night 
wasa night of terror here. The cottagers 
were badly frigutened by the surf and the 
furious wind. e surf thundered away 
on the east side, and on tne west the 
water in the Shrewsbury river rapidiy 
overflowed’ into the streets, flood- 
ing the houses and stores. The 
sea cut a new inlet through into the Shrews- 
bury river, north of Sea Bright, near where 
there was dn inlet 100 yoars ago, tearing away 
the Sandy Hook tracks of the Central rail- 


‘road and again making Sandy Hook an 


island. Many cottages were undermined by 
the surf. They toppled into the sea and 
were torn to pieces. The sea ran over into 
the river below the south end of the Octagon 
house and toppied over a cottage.

Hientanp Bac, N. J., Sept. 11.—The 
damage here can hardly be estimated.

The high stones placed here last spring as a 
protecuon for the track were merely the 
playthings) of the strong surf, which tossed 
them about like wood. Between here and 
Sandy Hook the railroad track for two miles 
has beep carried away. Tonight the sea 
threatened to cut still another inlet into the 
Shrewsbury river. 

Pornt PLeasant City, N. J., Sept. 11.— 
Between here and Sea Side the track of the 
coast line df the Pennsylvania railroad was 
badly damaged. Nearly three miles of road 
bea, sleepers, and rails were swept away, 
and for several miles the track was sanded 
to a depth of eight feet. It is estimated the 
loss to the railroad company will foot up 
nearly 875, 000. 

Jensey City, N. J. Sept. 11. A barge load - 
ed with dynamite or powder drifted from. its 
fastenings at Ellis island this afternoon and 
was within a quarter of a mile of Black Tom 
island when darkness set in. As it bas not 
shifted for three hours it is believed 
to have struck asafe anchorage. If it strikes 
tne rocks at Black Tom it is feared there will 
be a terribje explosion, and that great dam- 
age will be done. :

As the men stepped into Stack’s 
ceil they founa the murderer lying on the 
floor muttering a prayer. When commanded 
to get up he made no attempt, but shook like 
u leaf. The two men jerked him to his feet 
and started out with him. Boone was being 
carried out into the hallway of the jail. Both 
were brought together and securely bound. 
The mob carried the two murderers toa 
railroad bridge near by, ana after taking 
them out in the middle of the bridge a twen- 
ty-foot rope was tied to a cross tie. One end 
of the rope war adjusted about Stack’s neck 
and the other about the neck of Boone. The 
murderers were given five minutes to pray. 
The leader drew a watch from his pocket 
and timed them. When time was up he gave 
a signal and both were pushed off the bridge 
and their bodies were danling over the 
small stream. Some shots were fired into 
them and then the mob dispersed and quick- 
ly galloped away. : ag 

The officers at Morgantown are making 

special efforts to capture the lynchers. War- 
rants for many parties have deen issued and 
many arrests are expected to follow. Public 
sentiment does not justify the lynching.

New Yorx, Sept. 11.—[Special.}—London 
has atlastawakened to the situation, and 
heavy purchases were made here today for 
foreign dccount. Large amounts of Erie 
were take vy the foreign houses, and a phe- 
nomena! advance of 1}¢ in the common shares 
is the resuit. St. Paul, too, was in demand 
by the houses having London connections, 
and the common stock is up 136, closing at 
top. 

It was after the close that the St. Paul di- 
rectors met and declared a dividend of 24 
per cent for the second half of the fiscal 
year, making 5 per cent for the full twelve 
months. 

Only two western directors were present 
at the meeting—President Miller and Direct- 
or Clayton, who is one of the new Drexel- 
Morgan revresentatives in the board.

A SMALL FLOUR OUTPUT. 


Minneapolis Mills Greatly Troubled by Low 
Water — Foreign Trade. 

Mrxwrarolts, Minn., Sept. 11.— The Worth- 
western Miller today says: 

“The mills did not do much better last week 
than week before. The aggregate out- 
put of eighteen mills in operation was 
184.580 Darrels—averaging 22,430 barrels 
daily—pgainst 133,380 barrels the week be- 
fore and 144,000 barrels for the correspond- 
ing time in 1888. The same number, of 
mills are running again this week, but 
they are having a good deal of trouble from 
low water, which began to affect them yester- 
day, aud this will probably be the means of 
reducing the production. Before this diffi- 


culty entered into the situation the output 


was at the rate of 24,000 barrels per twenty- 
four hours or greater. One engine has been 
started as a result of the shortage of water 
power, and others will no doubt also be put 
in use if the trouble continues. The per cent 
of new wheat used is on the increase, about 
70 per cent of that ground being new. 

„The flour marketappearsto be less active 
than herewfore, nearly all local tirms admit- 
ting that the make ia in excess of the amount 
sold. Many, however, had more or 
less orders accumulated and are now 
drawing on them. The foreign trade is 
especially dull and the advance in ocean 
rates still goes on.

THE CHEROKEE OUTLET, 


A Good Chance That the Government's 
| Offer ‘Will Be Favorably Considered. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 8.— The rebuff 

administered to the Cherokee commission on 

its recent visit to Vinita and Tahlequah may 
produce a reaction in favor of the sale of 
the outiet to the government. Perhaps 

Chief Mayes only sought to increase the 

price that might be offered by a show of re- 

luctance to part with the land, and by set- 
ting forth the obstacles in the way of trans- 
ferring 1t. He may also have been really 
convinced that the provisions of the Cnero- 
kee constitution would prevent the trans- 
fer without first securing an amend- 
ment of that document. The discovery since 
the commission left Tahlequah that the 

Cherokee legislature of 1873 a bill, which 

was a by the principal chiey, providing for 

the sale of certain Cherokee lands, including those 
in question, has simplified mattérs. Although 
the authority granted under the act has 
never been used, and the opponents of the 
projected sale have even disputed its exist- 
ence, it is on record, and is put in such terms 
as to be operative. 

In some respects this aipgovery is quite as 
important for the Indians ds for the wouldbe 
settlers and for the government. With Okla- 
homa now settled and growing, it will be diffi- 
cult to keep it much longer shut out by the 

Cherokee strip from free communication with 

Kansas. A belief that no proposition could 

be entertained for purchasing the Cherokee 

strip until August, 1891, under tiie Cherokee 
constitution, which would then have to be 
amended for the purpose, might cause this 
region to be overrun by squatters, and the 

United States troops would have a hard task 

inexpelling them. The last Congress had 

before it a bill including the Cherokee out- 

let. with No Man's Land and Oklahoma in a 

new territory. and this measure will doubt- 

less be renewed next Mater. It is probabie 
that when the commissioners appointed dy 
the President, Messrs. Wilson, Hartranft, 
and Fairchild, make their next visit to Tah- 

—— in November they will find public 

opiaion more favorable to their errand. 

The tract to be purchased consists of 6,024,- 
239 acres, now under lease to a syndicate of 
cattlemen. The commission was empowered 
to offer the Cherokees, and did offer, $1.25 for 
this land, taking good and bad together. 
While the commissioners were in the Indian 
territory for that purpose, the annual election 
in the Cherokee nation occurr and the re- 
turns showed a triumph for the Downing or 
Mayes party, which in general is opposed to 
the sale of the lanas. Let several candidates 
of the opposition were elected by heavy ma- 
jorities on the issue of a sale to the govern- 
ment, and itis doubtful whether Chief Mayes, 
though he 1s said to have ten majority in the 
legisiature, would be willing to risk the fate 
of his administration wholly on opposing this 
measure. In his reply to the offer of $1.25 an 

cre he argued about the legal status of the 
ands, and was appareotly vexed that the 
commissioners had not begun by admitting 
the complete title of the Cherokees to the 
outlet. There is really little doubt on that 
point, since the treaties of 1828 and 1833, after 
ceding 7,000,000 acres to the Cherokees, pro- 

‘vided that the United States further guar- 

zantee to the Cherokee nation an outlet west 


and a free and unmolested use of ali the 
country lying west of the western boundary 


of said 7,000,000 of acres as far west as the 


‘sovereignty of the United States and their 


right of soil extend.“ And in the sixth ar- 
ticle of the treaty of 1866, which allowed the 
vernment to settle friendly Indians on the 
herokee lands wést of the ninety-sixth de- 
gree of longitude, this provision was added:

try west of the ninety-sixth degree of longitude

There is, therefore, little question as to the 
ownership of the outlet by the Cherokees, 
subject to the government’s right to pur- 
chase it for settling friendly Indians upon it. 
But they cannot lawfully lease it except as 
subject to this right; end, accordingly, the 
government might make a@ good deal of 
trouble for the cattlemen. These latter are 
at the bottom of the opposition of the cur- 
rent project. But the more the Cherokees 
think of it the more they will see the folly of 
opposing the liberal proposition row offered, 
and it would not be surprising to find this 
offer accepted in November by the legisla- 
ture.

DEDICATION OF THE BEAUTIFUL NEW 
MONUMENT AT CRYSTAL LAKE. 


1e Was Erected to the Memory of the De- 
coased Patriot Soldiers of MoHeary 
County~—Senator Culiom Delivers the 
Principal Address and Pays a Tribute to 
Mlinois’ Contribution in That Memora- 


ble Struggle -Privilege of the Ballot 
Other Reunions. 


OnxsraL Lake, lil., Sept. 11.—[Spemal. j|— 
The McHenry County 8, diers’ and Sailors’ 
association began their annual reunion here 
today. One of the most interesting features 
of the day was the unveiling and dedicating 
by the Nunda Post, G. A. R., of tne beautiful 
monument erected to the memory of wie de- 
ceased patriot soldiers of McHenry county 


who were engaged in the late great war. 
Two thousand people were present. 

Senator Cullom delivered the principal ad- 
dress. Among other things he said: 

It is proper on such an occasion to refer briefly 
to our state and its action in the struggle of 
1801-65. Illinois furnished nearly 300. 
men in that memorable struggle, perhaps as 
many. if not more, than avy other loyal state in 
proportion to her population. What an army of 
brave men! She gave to the country many of 
the ablest leaders in that great struggle. Lin- 
coln, thewisest of all the men of the century, 
raised up to lead the nation through the great 
per which under providence, on  ac- 
count of its own folly, the nation was bound 
to ‘pass, was given to the nation by 
Illinois. Grant, the silent man, the great hero, 
and the peerless general of the armies of the 
union, from his quiet, obscure home in Galena, 
soon became the uamired of the world. Logan, 
gallant. chivalric Logan, by his courage, his ca- 
pacity to command, and by his unflinching devo- 
tion to the cause of the union by common con- 
sent became the foremost commander among 
the volunteer officers of the union army. What 
a splendid force went into the United States 
service from Illinois! How proud should we ail 
be of the men and those who be¢ume their lead- 
e * ty of ri 

s noble county of patriotic, intelligent peo- 
ple did its part. It furnished its 88 of 
troops, The Ninety-fifth regiment, with the gal- 
lant Col. Lawrence Church at its head, went 
from this county. He was a splendid man, 
courageous, able, and patriotic. A part of the 
old Eighth cavalry, whose gallant commander 
was John F. Farsnwortb, went from this county. 
That gallant regiment was brave and did splen- 
did fighting and plenty of it. I believe company 
A of the rifteenth regiment was from this coun- 
ty, and was said to have been the first to offer 
its services to the government. It was a gallant 
body of men, Two other gallant companies of 
that gallant regiment commanded by Col. Tur- 
ner went from this county. Companies A and H 
of thé Thirty-sxth infantry, Col. Grensel, also 
went from this county. There gre mafiy brave 
men who went into army of the union from 
MoHenry county and from these townships of 
Nunda and Algunquin. A. B. Coon, whose name 
was familiar to you all, a noted man among 
you, was your old provost marshal. 

Now, we have a broad, united, prosperous 
country, stretching from one ocean to the other 
and from the lakes tathe gulf, just fuirly entered 
upon a career of progress never yet equaied in 
any nation; the accursed institution of slavery 
is gone; the union is understood to be perpetual; 
tne people of all sections are, as 1 have said, be- 
coming more united. My gray haired friend, 
what ne country you have aided in build- 
ing up 

ere is need of great educational work in the 
south today. The people there are doing the 
best they can. They need help, andin my judg- 
ment the government in some proper way should 
give it. The colored freedman should be given 
education to go along with his liberty, citizen- 
ship, and political rights. The love of likgrty 
and the light of knowledge are insepirabie and 
largely depend one upon the other. 

One of most important results growing out 
of the conclusion of the war for the serva- 
tion of the union and the establishment of our 
political freedom, reaching beyond the emanci- 
pation of the slave, was the extension to him of 
the right of citizenship and his incorporation into 
the body politic as a voter. To this act the ne- 
tion has committed-itself in the most solemn 
manner, While there is now no limit to the pri- 
vilege of the ballot, “on account cf color or prev- 
ious condition of servitude,” its use shouid be 
exercised in accordance with law, and all other 
methods designed to control it become not 
merely subversive of law, but dangerous to the 
peace and safety of the republic. powers of 
the nation can never be better or more right- 
eously exercised than in jealously guarding the 
right and in effectuslly vindicating it whenever 
and wherever it has been assailed. 

This is nota question of 48 politics or of 
trivial interest, but of national faith and honest 
free government. 

The right of each legal voter to cast his ballot 
once at each election without fear and in accord- 
ance with the dictates of his own conscience and 
to have that ballot honestly counted is unques- 
tioned. Yet we regret to be compelled to rec- 
ognize the fact that in a number of the states, or 
in numerous districts of those states, the prac- 
tical exercise of this right is illegally restricted, 
hampered, prevented, or wholly defeated by 
methods outside of and in violation of both the 
laws and the constitution. N 

Senator Cullom was followed by the Rev. 
F. J. Brobst of Chicago, who made a brief 
address. Tomorrow will be the closing day 
of the reunion.

New York, Sept. 11.—President Smita of 
the chamber of commerce has received the 
following letter from Whitelaw Reid, the 
American minister to France, in which he 
gives the following information about the 
financial schemes of the Paris exposition:
